A. The amendment of 9/21/10 has been entered. Claims 1-4, 1 1-27, 29-30, 32-50, 52-70, and 72-92 are pending. 

Claims 1-4, 1 1-27, 29-30, 32-50, 52-70, and 72-83 are allowable over the prior art considered for reasons of record.
